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introductory Notes to the Teacher 

A man is never master of a language until he can handle 
sentences as he can words. The method to follow is constant 
practice in reading, speaking, and writing simple sentences about 
common things. . 

You may proceed with this book as fast or as slowly as the class 
requires. Much can be gone over rapidly, if the class is already 
familiar with it. 

Review a little every day and make frequent examinations and 
long reviews. Have the students diagram sentences as far as they 
show need of it. Have them make lists of words and phrases to 
keep them fresh in memory; get them to study with their pencils. 

Let the student learn as many of the new words and phrases as 
he can. But as you proceed the vocabulary should be divided into 
two classes : the words to be learned for ready use, and the words 
only to be recog'nized when seen or heard. Call special attention to 
the former, have the students underscore them, and review them 
often. At first all will be important. 

Writing sentences is of great importance. Use loose-leaf note- 
books so that the papers corrected by the teacher can be preserved 
and kept in the proper order. They should be of future value to the 
student. Begin with the writing of conversations (questions, 
answers, etc.), and do not let the student attempt "essays." In 
conversation, written and spoken, require good full sentences, but 
show often how answers and even questions are abbreviated. 

Explain the grammar of nearly every sentence and see that the 
student grasps it. Ask him to forget the Chinese equivalent and 
think only of the meaning and structure of the English sentence. 
Keep him constantly making other sentences like the model if he 
has the vocabulary, but don't carry him ahead of the text except to 
supply common words that involve no new construction ; otherwise 
you are likely to waste time.

I have hurt both of my hands, one (of them) yesterday and the 
other (6) to-day. I cannot use either of them. 

Have you another of these books for sale? Yes, I have lots of 
them. I want two more of them, please. Will that be enough (of 
them)? Yes, that will be plenty (of them) . We shall have a large 
number of new ones soon, about two thousand of them. 

5. Which chalk do you like best? I like this best. 

Some chalk is hard and some chalk is as soft as clay. Much 
chalk is made of stone, but not much of shells. 

A great deal of water is not good to drink because it is dirty. 
You must not drink just any water you find, because any you find 
around here has disease germp in it. 

Nearly all money is round. No money is three-cornered. Most 
Chinese money is brass or silver. More is brass than silver, I think.

Don't put 
your hand on just any dog you see, for any dog may get angry. 

Every student in this room is a boy and each one has a book. 
No boy may be without his book. You usually read the lesson in 
class, but you more often make sentences. Each one should have 
both a book and a tablet (or scratch-pad) . One boy has a notebook, 
and this other boy has two, aud another boy there has three. 

These two desks are empty. You may use either one you wish ; 
but neither desk is very good. The better one is that one. 

Man lives on meat and vegetables, but the cow eats only grass 
and grain. A man may cook his food, but a cow cannot. 

7. Which countries are the most civilized? Some people say 
some are and others say others are. A few countries are very strong. 
Many countries are weak. Not very many countries are as strong 
as Japan. After a good many years China will be one of the strong- 
est.

" I can speak English. He can not speak Chinese. He could 
not speak Chinese " [Past]. 

In these sentences the verb is "r««," and in the past tense it 
-changes to "ot?</^," but '''■speak'''' is an infinitive. An infinitive is 
a verb without any time of its own. It never changes its form for 
tense changes. You can use it as an adjective, an adverb, or a noun ; 
that is, it may belong to a noun or pronoun, or to a verb or an 
-adjective, or it may be the subject or object or predicate noun of a 
verb. It usually has the word "'to'''' before it. 

Here are the most common uses of infinitives. Pay attention 
to the subjects of the infinitives. Make a great many sentences like 
•the examples. 

1. (a) "I wish to go home. I want to go home. I should 
like to go home, please. I hope to go home. Do you care to go 
Tiome ? No, I do not care to go now. I choose to go later=I do not 
-choose to go so soon. " 

" Should like " and " would like " are polite words. " Want" 
is very strong. "Care" is used in questions and negative sea 
tences . ' ' Choose ' ' is not so common. 

The forms of these verbs are as follows : 

Want, wants, (wanting) , wanted, have wanted. 
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Should or would like, should or would have liked. 

Wish, wishes, (wishing), wished, have wished. 

Choose, chooses, (choosing) , chose, have chosen. 

Do (not) care, does (not) care, caring, did (not) care, have 
(not) cared. 

Hope, hopes, (hoping) , hoped, have hoped. 

The sentences above are in simple time. Those in (2) are in* 
customary time. 

The subject of each sentence is also that of the infinitive. The 
infinitive is the object of the verb. 

Make useful sentences with these verbs in other simple tenses 
and with other infinitives. 

(b) "I wish you to do some work for me. I want him ta 
come very much. He would like you to visit him." See (3) 

In these sentences, you see, three of these verbs have infinitives- 
as objects and the subject of the infinitive is not the subject of the 
verb. 

Make other sentences of this kind with three verbs. 

2, (a) " I like to play tennis. I dislike to play ball. I love 
to study geography. I hate to study hard." 

These verbs are used in customary tenses. 
The subject of the sentence is also that of the infinitive, 
(b) " I like you to visit me (often). He dislikes me to help 
him." See (3). 

The subject of the verb is not that of the infinitive. 

The infinitives in (a) and (b) are objects of the verbs as in (1) . 

3. (a) See (1, b) . "He would like you to visit him=He 
would like to have you visit him. I hope to have my teacher praise 
me. I do not care to have him c j my work. I do not choose to 
have him punished." 
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(b). See (2, b), "I like to have you visit me (often). He 
dislikes to have me help him. I love to have you sing for me. 
We hate to have our team lose. 

These meanings are the same as In (1, a) and {2, b)-, but "to 
have " is used after more verbs. Do not use " to " after " have." 

4. " He has learned to swim. I am trying to learn English. 
We are beginning to learn. We began t i study this book last 
semester. It began to rain at supper time and continued to rain all 
night. He promised to give me a new book, but he has forgotten 
lo do it." 

Learn, learns, (learning), learned, have learned. 

Try, tries, (trying), tried, have tried. 

Begin, begins, (beginning) , began, have begun. 

Continue, continues, (continuing) , continued, have continued. 

Promise, promises, (promising), promised, have promised. 

Forget, forgets, (forgetting) , forgot, have forgotten. 

Remember, remembers, (remembering) , remembered, have re- 
membered. [The present progressive tense of these two verbs is 
not often used. Say, "I have forgotten," and "I remember"]. , 

In these sentences the infinitive is the object of the verb and its 
■subject is the subject of the verb. 

5. "He asked me to help him. I told him to ask you. The 
captain commanded us to halt. The beggar begged me to give him 
some money, i pray God to help my country. What do you advise 
me to do ■* Did he invite you to come to see him ? Who taught you 
to swim? I am trusting you to do right. lam relying on you to 
teach me correct English. I depend on my father to support me at 
school. I cannot get him to come back. " 

Ask, asks, (asking), asked, have asked. 
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Tell, tells, (telling) told, have told. 

Command, commands, (commanding), commanded, have com- 
manded. 

Beg, begs, (begging) begged, have begged. 

Pray, prays, (praying) , prayp.d, have prayed. 

Advise, advises, (advising), advised, Lave advised. 

Invite, invites, (inviting), invited, have invited. 

Teach, teaches, (teaching) , taught, have taught. 

Trust, trusts, (trusting), trusted, have trusted. 

Rely on, relies on, (relying on), relied on, have relied on. 

Depend on, depends on, (depending on), depended on, have- 
depended on. 

Get, gets, (getting) , got, have gotten. 

In these sentences the infinitive and its subject together are the- 
object. 

. These verbs often use the simple present tense; for example,. 
•' I beg you to give me some food ' I advise you to study hard. ' ' 

6. "Will 5'ou go to the ball game? I do not know when to- 
go. Ask somebody. I do not know whom to ask. Please tell me 
where to find out. Mr. Lo has told me how to see it, but I cannot 
remember what time to go or which way to go. Good morning, Mr.. ' 
Su I have forgotten when to go to the football game ; may I ask. 
when and where to go and how much to pay? I do not know 
exactly what tc answer you. I do not know how long to draw this^ 
line." 

" Please teach me how to swim, I do not know hov/. I advised' 
that young man where to study and what to study. I have found 
out what to do," 

Know, knows, (knv,iving), knew^ have knowu. 
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Find out, finds out, (finding out), found out, have found out. 

Am sure, is sure, etc. 

Show, shows, (showing), showed, have showed. 

These infinitives use the words ' ' how , " " whom , " ^'' where,''' 
^'when,'' '^ which,'' ''what," "how many," etc. The meaning is 
future to the verb. The subject of the infinitive is the subject of 
the verb, except after ''say," "tell," "teach," "advise," and such 
verbs. 

7. " Mr. Wong came to see me yesterday. I sat down to talk 
to him. Then 1 got a book to read (it) to him. I read some 
English to show him how to pronounce some new words. To- 
morrow I am going to Hongkong to buy some clothes. I can take 
some money to buy things for you too. Mr. I,o is going to America 
to study to be a teacher. Mr. Su has gotten money to build a school 
house. Now he is working hard to get more. Come on and go to 
swim. No, but I shall go down to watch you. I have sent a boy 
to unlock the door to let the man in. I have come to help you." 

In these sentences the subject of the infinitive is that of the 
verb, and the infinitive shows the purpose of the verb. It is used 
after many verbs, and very often after "go,' ' " come," and " send." 

8. " Should you like to go walking with me? Yes, I shall be 
glad to go. Would you be willing to wait a few minutes? Yes, I 
shall be pleased to do so. Thank you ; I shall be ready to go in 
about ten minutes ; I am anxious to be on time.' ' 

" You ought to be ashamed to have such a low grade. You are 
unwilling to work hard all the time. You are not quick to learn." 

In these sentences the infinitive is used to modify an adjective, 
and the subject of the infinitive is the same as the noun or pronoun 
to which the adjective belongs. The common adjectives are " glad, 
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willing, pleased, ready, ashamed, unwilling, quick [not "easy"], 
slow, anxious, eager, sure, happy, likely, too slow, too old, too good, 
etc., strong enough, brave enough, quick enough, fast enough, tall 
enough," etc. " iiarly enough, long [in time] enough, soon enough, 
far enough, fast enough, well enough, badly enough," etc, "too 
early, too soon," etc., are adverbs used in the same way ; as in, " He 
could not run fast enough to catch the dog "=" He ran loo slowly 
to catch it." 

" To have " with an object may be used before the infinitive as 
in (3) ; as in, "I shall be pleased to have you take dinner with me 
if you will." 

9. "A cat is very easy 1j catch, but a dog is very hard to 
catch." 

" This lesson is difficult to learn. English is harder to speak 
than Chinese. Chinese is the hardest language in the world to 
learn thoroughly. " 

" Is this good to eat? Yes, it is the best thing to eat you have 
ever had. It is not ripe enough to eat, is it? Yes, and it is large 
enough for four people to eat. It will soon be too ripe to eat." 

In these sentences the infinitive is used to modify the adjectivfe 
as in (8) , but the noun or pronoun to which the adjective belongs is 
usually the object of the infinitive. The infinitive may have a 
subject before it after the preposition "for." If it has no subject 
expressed, the subject is " anybody." 

The most common adjectives are, "hard, difficult, easy, good, 
bad, good enough, bad enough, long enough, rich enough, near 
enough," etc., "too old, too hard, too nuich, too many, too heavy," 
etc. Adverbs are not used in this way. "To have" mav be used 
after some adjectives. 
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10. (a) "It is too soon to go. Wait till it is light enough to 
see. At eight o'clock it will not be too late to catch the boat. It is 
best to wait till then. It is easy to walk to the boat in ten minutes. 
It is not right to waste your time. It is foolish to waste anything. 
It is wise to be industrious. It is hard to be always on time. It is 
easy to get careless." 

(b) " It is polite for a student to say ' sir ' to his teacher. It is 
easy for us to be polite and it is pleasant for people to have us be 
polite. It is not nice for you to have a man be impolite to you. It 
is hard for me to learn all the infinitives. It is easy for me to write 
them, but difficult for me to say them." 

(c) " This is a good place to live. There are many nice trees 
to sit under. There is a great deal of interesting work to watch. 
There are many good things to draw pictures of. There are several 
good places to put houses." " He is a very hard man to deal with, 
hut he is a very easy man to talk to. He was the first man to give 
us help last year, but he is the most difficult man to understand 
I ever saw." 

In these sentences the infinitive modifies an adjective again. 
In (a) and (b) the sentence has no subject except "it," which 
-usually means the infinitive. "It is right to go "=" To go is 
right. " The subject of the infinitive in (a) is " anybody " or some 
subject already given. In (b) the subject is used after " for." In 
(c) the adjective is used before its noun, but the infinitive belongs 
to it. The most common adjectives are those used above, but a 
great many more are useful. 

11. " Please give me a book to read. I want something to eat 
also. Have you anything to eat? No, nothing for sick people to 
eat. I cannot find any place to lie down. " 
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"Wliat is this stone for? That is stone to put on the road. 
And this cement? That is to make concrete of. What is this house 
for? It is for the students to live in. And what are you here for? 
I am to answer questions, I suppose. " 

" He is just the man to do your work." 

In these sentences as in (7) the infinitive tells the purpose. In 
these sentences it belongs to a noun or pronoun. The nibject may 
be the noun or pronoun, or "anybody," or the object of "for.' ' 

12. Study and imitate the following common uses of the 
infinitive after certain verbs : 

(a) After the defective verbs, without "to" except after 
"ought." 

"Can you jump (over) that fence? No, I cannot; canyon? 
Yes, I can jump it easily. Last year I could jump it, but you could 
not. (Perhaps you will be able to jump it next year ; I have been 
able to do it for a long time) . Look at that man ! Where? Can't 
you see him? Yes, but I couldn't just then. " 

"May I come in? Yes, you may and I shall be glad to have 
you. May I take your hat and umbrella? Thank you. Teacher, 
may I go out? No, you may not. May I speak to you a moment? 
Certainly. May I speak with you a little? Yes, come in and have 
a seat. I may not go with you now, but I may go to-morrow, for 
the teacher says I may. (But I could not go yesterday, for he would 
not let me)." 

" It may rain, take this umbrella [=Perhaps it will rain]. I 
may not go till to-morrow [=Perhaps I shall not go till to-morrow]. 
You may see my brother in Canton. When you get back I may ht 
gone. You may use my pen if you wish [first meaning]. That 
may be the best thing to do [second meaning]." 

" Must you go now ? Yes, I must go at once 
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" I cannot do this work ; you must help me. 

" You must not study too hard, for it will make you sick. And 
you must not waste your time either, for a student must learn." 

" Mr. Ivci has been absent for a long time; he must be sick. 
This book has his name in it ;'it must be his book. There is a man 
with a net ; he must be going to catch fish [future]. Look at that 
man walking backwards ; he must be crazy. " 

"Shall yovL go home to-morrow? Yes, I shall, and I shall not 
come back for ten days. We shall see youthen perhaps." [The 
meaning is only future]. 

" Shall I go away now? Yes, (please) go, I do not want you 
now. Shall I come back later on ? No, stay away. You shall ga 
and you shall stay there. Shall this man go too? No, he shall not 
go ; I will not let him go ; his brother may go, but he shall stay.' *■ 
[The meaning is a command]. 

" Will you let me have your geography a little while? Yes, 
you may have it ; I will always let you have it, and I will help you to- 
study it, but if you tear it I will take it back." [These three mean,. 
"I am willing to," " I promise to," and "I am determined to "]. 

" Will he go with you? Yes, I think so. [The meaning is- 
only future]. No, he won't." 

" Ought I to study this lesson rny more? Yes, you ought, for 
if you do not you will not know it well enough to pass your ex- 
amination on it. You failed on the last one, but you ought to study 
Ijard, and if you do not pass you ought to be ashamed of it. Ought 
you not? Or, Oughtn't you?" 

" It is ten o'clock ; he ought to be here, for he usually comes at 
ten. This ought to be good ; it has cost so much money." [The 
meaning is, " I have a good reason to think it is, " etc. J 
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* 

These verbs also use the completed infinitive to mean past tense 
•or present completed. But the meanings are a little different. 

"I could have seen him yesterday, but I cannot get time 
to-day. (I did not see him yesterday) . I , may have seen this man 
before. (Perhaps I did, but I do not remember it).' I must have 
seen him in Shanghai. (Surely I saw him there) . I ought to have 
-seen him yesterday. (That was the best time) ." 

(b) "I have to do this work^^I must do this work. Yesterday 
I had to work hard all day long. [This is really the past tense of 
■" must "]. I felt so sorry for the man, I had to help him. I cannot 
:go to-morrow ; you will have to go for me. I had to let him go 
because he was very angry." 

(c) " He used to live here. He used to be the be.'st boy in the 
■class. You used to help him a great deal. I never used to see him. 
Did you use to know him well? " [Past customary sentences with 
"use"]. 

(d) " He is going to sing for us now ; be quiet. I am going to 
be as quiet as a mouse. What is he going to sing? I think it is 
going to be a French song. " [Future sentences with the present 
progressive of "go " ] • 

(e) " He is about to ]eave=He is ready to leave or ir is nearly 
time for him to leave He is about to die. I was about to ask him 
•a question, but he went away. " 

(f) "I am to be the speaker=They have chosen me to be the 
speaker. He is to be killed to-morrow=They have decided to kill 
him. This is not to be eaten=it must not be eaten." [Decisions 
about the future with the verb "be "]. 

(g) Study the use of the words " not " and " never ' ' with the 
above verbs. 
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" Cannot==can't, could iiot=colildn't, will not be able to=\von't 
be able to, may not, must not=mustn't, ought not to=oughtn'l to,, 
shall not=shan't, will not^won't, may not have, must not have> 
could not have=:couldn't have, ought not to have=oughtn 't to have,, 
do not have to=don't have to, does not have to=doesn't have to,, 
did not have to=didn't have to, will not have to=won't have to, 
shall not have to^shan't have to, am not going to, is not going to= 
isn't going to, are not going to=aren't going to, am not about to, 
am not to, is not to, did not, do not, have not (been) =liaven't 
(been) , has not ^hasn't, " etc. 

"Never can, never could, never may (=be let), never will be 
able, never shall be able, never will, never shall, never have toy 
never had to, never am, never is, never are, never was, never were^ 
never did, never do, never have," etc. 

"Can never, could never (have) , may never (=perhaps shall 
or will never), will never, shall never, must never, ought never 
to, am never, is never, are never, was never, were never, have- 
never," etc. 

" Did you go? No, I never did=I never went." 

Ask questions with the above verbs with and without the 
negative. "Did you not go?" or "Didn't yoii go?" means, I sup- 
pose you went ; etc. 

(h) "He has grown to be a big man^=He has become a big, 
man. I have grov/n to be very fond of hini=I have become very 
fond of him." 

(i) "He seems to be sick [simple infinitive]. He seems to- 
be getting well now [progressive infinitive]. He seems to have 
been very ill [completed infinitive]. You seem to be very much, 
interested in the game. The boys seem to me to be playing hard^ 
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They seem to have practised a long time. Yesterday they seemed 
^:o be tired. They seem to be goi^ig to win [Future] ." 

(j) " I happened to see your brother on the street yesterday. 
I chanced to see him on Eighteenth Street. I happened to be there 
.at just the right time. I may chance to see him again." 

(k) After certain verbs without "to." 

" I saw the man steal the book. I saw him come in and close 
the door, and I saw him take the book. Did you ever see a man fal| 
into the river? Yes, yesterday I saw a man rowing and then I saw 
him fall into the river. To-morrow I hope to see you win the race." 

"Watch me hit that dog. (I have watched you throwing a 
long time, but I haven't seen you hit it.) " 

'" Did you hear that gun fire? Yes, and I heard somebody cry 
-out. If you hear me call, come quickly. " 

" I felt something strike my foot. (It felt like something alive 
(=a live thing but small). Have you felt the rain fall on your 
face? Yes, a few drops. " 

"Please come here and help me. Please do. Please don't 
wait any longer. (Please, will you come on?)' ' 

" Please let me go. Will you let me go now? I^et me see you 
just a moment, please. Did he let you go ? Yes, he let [past] me 
go. He has often let me leave school. Don 't let your books get 
wet. Don 't let them fall. Let me see ; let me think a little. Please 
let me out. Det 's take a walk. ' ' 

" Don 't do that, (don 't, please) . Don't stop, keep on. Yon 
don 't say so 1 Ke doe.-.n 't know the alphabet. What do ycu want ? 
He did nothing but waste his money. " [No completed tense] . 

" It was very funny ; it made me laugh. You made him run. 
Don't make it fall : it will make me jump. He has made me tell 
liim everything." 
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"He helped me write tliese sentences. Will you help me copy 
them ? " [" To " may be used also] . 

" You need not stay any longer. You need have no fear, go 
ahead. You do not need to staj . You do not need to have any 
fear. Need I do this work to-day? or, Must I do this work to-day? 
or. Do I need to do this work to-day? No, you need not." [With 
or without "to."] 

" Go bring me some chalk. I shall go get my hat. Please go 
buy me some bananas. " [Only in the future] . 

" You had better go now. We had better stay longer. You 
had better not hit that dog. You had better be careful. " [Only in 
this tense, present with future meanjng] . 

"I had a doctor come to see me yesterday. Then I had him 
pull a tooth for me. I am going to have a pair of shoes made. I 
am going to have the .shoemaker make them, and have him repair 
some old ones. Please have him mend mine too. All right, I will 
have him fix them all up. I had a stranger visit me yesterday. 
[This sentence does not mean "I tried to have, " etc.] I should 
like to have you take lunch with me to-day. " 

" I don 't dare (to) speak to him about his mistake. I dare you 
to jump off this house. No, I dare not do it=I don 't dare (to) 
doit." 

" I had rather be right than president," 

" Had you rather go now or wait longer? I had rather be early 
than late. Come and take a walk. Thank you, I had rather not 
go out to-day. "

When a new form involving a new general rule appears,' 
do not stop to explain it if it is treated later on in the text ;

XXXIX, are only placed there to illustrate other points and 
to prepare the student for a plunge into those forms. 

A large percentage of the words used are put in merely 
to remind the teacher that such are valuable words to teach, 
and to keep them before the student. The student's book of 
sentences will serve as a supplementary reader. Remember 
always to have the class underscore the new words or phrases 
or idioms, and then drill the class on the oral and written use 
of each one, insisting upon every-day uses. In beginning the 
study of a language the question is not so much what can be 
said as what most commo?ily ts said. 

In some cases the better method will be to go through the 
book rapidly with only oral sentence making and then go back 
and Jtiasier it, doing careful daily written work. 

This is because a student finds in his stories that he can- 
not confine his sentences to the grammatical forms he has 
learned (though he ought to be urged to do so always). Some 
very useful idioms and constructions cannot be introdticed 
early. 



It is well to use some such system of correction marks as 
in the appendix for correcting papers in all classes alike. Call 
attention to it immediately. 

It is advised that some easy readers be used with this 
book, and then following it should be some more comprehensive 
study of grammar for a year with composition and reading. 
The sooner students can be given books with real content 
value the better. But if time is limited, you will accomplish 
more in the end by keeping the students working on this book 
only, with a view to giving them a quick mastery oj the English 
fundamentals before they attempt much using or understanding 
of English text.

INTRODUCTION 

Your success as a teacher of English depends upon your spirit 
in teaching and the methods 3'ou use. 

Your method depends chiefly upon the aim you have, or rather 
the aim the students have. 

There are three common aims in studying English : 

1. For use in business ; 

2. For its own sake; 

3. For use in further study, reading, or travel. 

The first of these requires the learning of a great many words 
belonging to the kind of business you wish to enter, and the words 
should be well pronounced. Then there must be some command of 
business and polite phrases. But the need for a command of 
grammar is iisually considered small. A great deal of such English 
may be learned from a dictionary if there is some one to help with 
the pronunciation. This book is not written to aisist in teaching 
English for business purposes, but it is very true that every man 
who is going into business and will use much English should study 
it as if he were going to use it in school or in travel in England, so 
that people will respect his business when they hear his English. 
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The second aim is very common in schools far from the coast. 
These students study English because every educated man should 
know one language at least besides his own, and English is the one 
best suited to the use of the Chinese people. When English is 
studied for its own sake, it should, of course, be studied carefully and 
thoroughly, because, if it is not, the students do not get real 
knowledge of it or appreciation for it, but. only a taste of the hardest 
and most disagreeable part of it. Yet we find in most schools far 
from the coast that the teacher is aiming only to give the students a 
mere smattering of English, teaching whatever he finds easiest for 
himself, not caring whether the student really learns to speak 
and read or not, using books that are not suited to study but only 
containing easy stories in difficult English and making the student 
think he is learning English. But in such schools the students are 
not really learning English ; they are only getting some little 
interest out of the books which the teacher explains. If you take 
away the teacher the student cannot understand either written or 
spoken English ; he is helpless. Often the teacher is afraid to teach 
a new book, because he may display his ignorance of the language 
which he is teaching. It is true that if the student wants English 
only because he wants to know what English is like and he wants to 
say he has studied English, it is not important what kind of 
English he learns, but still it is far wiser and more just to the 
foreign language- to study it honestly, just as if it would be of 
great use later. 

The third aim is found in the best schools in China. The 
students wish to master the language so that they can use it, and use 
it easily and without mistakes. This does not mean that the 
student may study anything he wishes and everything he sees, but 
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. lie must study the fundamental things first and the most useful 
things first, then he can go on rapidly afld surely. But he must 
■understand and remember each step as he proceeds. It is like 
■climbing a ladder : If you really wish to get up on the house you 
must go one step at a time, hold fast to each step, and not try to do 
;anything but master the steps until you are really at the top. 

The Every-Day English books are written for the purpose 
■ of teaching the steps which are necessary to master before you can 
•really say you know English. All other things are left out, and so 
the books are very small, but they must be mastered. This means 
that every page is necessary, and if. you miss a page in your study 
you will find later that you need it and cannot go on well without it. 
But you will find that there are many of the long pages of the 
-ordinary grammars which are omitted from these books. This is 
because those pages are considered iiseless to the student who is 
trying to learn to speak and read English correctly. The English- 
speaking student studies them because he wishes to know all the 
very small and unimportant points of construction in the language 
.and because he learns from this grammar study a great deal of logic. 
You must remember that he already knows English well and is 
.studying grammar for a very different reason from the Chinese 
student. The Chinese student wants only the grammar which will 
ielp him to understand and speak English. These books aim to 
give only that, and with it the most common and useful words. 
After these books are well learned, the student is ready to go on 
learning a great number of words and phrases, but he does not need 
-to learn any more grammar to be a fairly good English scholar. 

But, in order to get the full value out of these books, he must 
-use them in the proper way. Here is the method in outline. 
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General Method 



I. Writing. — Yoii may begin the study of English with these 
books if you give first a little instruction in the making of syllables. 
It is not necessary to begin with very small words when students 
begin to read. This means that the beginning is made on the 
blackboard with written and not printed words. As soon as the 
students know how to make their ' letters and join them, their 
writing can be done largely by copying sentences from their printed 
books, or better still by copying into good notebooks their own 
sentences. It is a good thing to have a small copy-book or two at 
first, then the one way to get a good handwriting is to compel the 
student to wriie his exercises carefidly. The use of these books 
requires a great deal of sentence writing by the students for practice; 
the teacher should re:juire these to be always well written, refusing 
them and making the student rewrite them if they are not carefully 
written. Then after they are corrected they should be copied into- 
the student's permanent notebook in ink at the time assigned for 
writing and while the teacher watches. Only the corrected ones- 
should be put into that notebook. If the teacher has no time ta 
correct the papers he should require the students to write them and 
read some of them in class. If the teacher's time is not sufficient to 
allow him to correct papers, he should ask his President for added' 
time for that special purpose, because it is necessary. English 
cannot be learned fast without it. 

II. Composition. — The last paragraph really covers most 
of what is to be said about composition. Do not ask the students tof 
write anything but sentences until after they have finished the first. 
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"bbok and are well into tire second. Then ask tliem to write stories 
•only until they have finished the second book. After that they may 
go on as fast as they please with compositions such as essays and 
arguments. Do not let them write anything except as the teacher 
tells them, as it only causes delay and confiision. If the students 
study English with these books ten hours a week they should write 
ten sentences three or four times a week. Each paper shoiild have 
the student's name and the date at the top of it, and all the students 
should write on the same size paper,' a cheap paper which takes a 
pencil well. The teacher will find the correcting dull and hard, but, 
if he wishes to have his students learn well, he must do it. If he 
•cannot do it, if he does not know whether the sentences are right or 
wrong, he must make the students write sentences only with words 
which they have learned in the book and like other sentences in the 
book which have been studied. The teacher must not be afraid ; of 
■course he will make mistakes ; even the foreign teacher makes many 
mistakes in correcting so many papers. ', If the teacher studies these 
books very carefully himself and refuses to correct sentences which 
.are not of the kind he asked for, he will not have much trouble. 
•Sometimes more than half of the sentences of a paper by a new 
student are not what I told him to write, and so I put parentheses ( 1 
around them and do not correct them. The last page of the second 
book has some marks which, are useful in correcting papers when you 
do not wish to change the mistakes but wish the student to change 
them himself. If they are easy, he ought to be able to change them, 
and if they are hard to correct it is usually because he has used gram- 
mar which he has not yet studied, and it ought to be enclosed in 
parentheses and left uncorrected. Tell the students in class many 
limes till they remember it that, if they try to use grammar which 
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they have not learned in your class yet, they only waste .their time 
and yours, and you will not correct their sentences. Yotx will find 
that students who have studied English grammar for years in other 
schools will often make far worse mistakes and be harder to teach 
than the students who are beginning at the bottom and working tip, 
step by step with you. 

After they have copied their sentences in their permanent, 
notebooks, they should study them often and read them aloud. 

After they have reached the second book they should write 
stories, using the grammar they have learned and adding to it every- 
day. They must be careful not to use awkward expressions ; it iS' 
often better to bteak up a sentence and not try to use a grammatical 
expression that is too difficult. The use of stories rather than 
descriptions or conversatioiis 'practices the students in the- use of the 
past tense, which is so hard for a Chinese student and tnust be, 
learned by practice, by forming the habit of using the right tenses. 

After the second book is, finished, which can be done in the 
s&cond year of study easily, the student ought to be able, as far as 
grammar is concerned, to write and read any kind of ordinary: 
English. Then and only then, not before, he begins to use the; 
dictionary freely, and that only in reading if he wishes to be sure 
that he is correct. It will always remain very dangerous to write, 
words learned from the dictionary. After the second book is 
finished, most of the study of English under a teacher will be in 
composition and in the study of text-books on other subjects written 
in English. 

Require the student to underscore the words which illustrate 
the points he has in mind. For example, if you are studying the 
words "whenever, " "wherever," etc., and you tell the class to hand 
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in to you the next day ten sentences each using these words in two 
ways, they should separate them into five sentences of one kind and 
five of the other kind, and then underscore the words " whenever,'' 
etc. In correcting sentences you often underscore words which are 
wrong to call their attention to them (see Book II. page 54); now if 
you mean that the . word is right but ought to be underscored, 
underscore it with a crooked line, and explain this to the class. 
Also tell the class of another mark which should be useful to you ; 
it is this [ j , brackets ; use brackets around anything which you 
say to the student abotU his sentence, but do not wish hini to include 
in his sentence when he copies it. 

III. Reading. — You may use easy reading books in con- 
nection with these books if you wish, but they are not necessary 
and often make confusion. For practice in reading, the student 
will get the greatest benefit from reading good, useful, clear 
sentences over many times aloud, rather than reading new things, 
because liis need at first is to become familiar with the English 
sentences, with the ones he is studying. He should read and speak 
them hundreds of times. If you need more reading matter than 
these books contain, it is good to use the students' own notebooks. 
Have them spend more time repeating from memory the stories 
and sentences they have written. Take a list of words or 
grammatical expressions and have every student in the class make 
sentences with them. Have them spend many hours reading their 
own stories, and reading each the other's stories. After these book^ 
are completed, we do not use readers, but text-books and other 
books which have value in themselves, taking care to explain new 
orammatical difficulties as they arise. : 
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IV. Grammar. — You will find that the proper method with 
these books or with any others in teaching English is to make the 
grammar as informal as possible. The English or American child 
learns to speak and write good English without the knowledge of 
grammar. But a Chinese student, being older, can learn faster with 
a knowledge of grammar if the grammar is simple and useful, and 
not a burden instead'of a help. .For example, it is useless to teach 
all the names of the adjectives and their forms ; only the meanings 
are needed. In most of the European languages the study of gender 
forms is iniportaiit, but in these books there is almost no mention of 
gender at all ; it is useless ; if you spend time learning all the 
different ways to form the feminine genders from the masculine 
ones, you are wasting your time. The same is true of cases and of 
a great deal of the study of verb forms. These last are in some 
cases the most important things you can learn, and the work in 
these books keeps constant attention on the English verb, but many 
of the voice and tense names, etc., are only confusing. Remember 
that you are learning the meanings in grammar as in reading. 

V. Conversation. — Practice in language, as in everything, 
makes you perfect. If you wish to handle English readily and 
easily, and not be afraid and awkward m using it, you must practice 
the use of it a great deal. But it is also true that to speak bad 
English forms for you a bad habit and not a good one. It is a great 
deal worse to speak bad English than not to speak any. At first do 
not encourage the students to speak much English, but before they 
are through the first book they ought to begin to speak whenever 
they can speak correctly. A good plan is this : make them write 
conversations, two by two, and read or repeat them before the class 
as a reading lesson. Have the whole class do this about a once week 
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at first, writing the conversations for you to correct instead of the ten 
sentences. After the second book is half finished, they ought to be 
made to speak English to each other all the time. From the very 
first day, use English in the class room and make the students use 
it ; do not allow them to speak a word of Chinese unless you are 
sure you can stop them whenever you wish. If you have perfect 
command of your class, you may use some Chinese when necessary. 
But the aim is to get the students used to thinking in English and 
speaking in English without thinking about the language. But if 
you find the work drags because of the use of English, then use 
Chinese until the students find their way in English, until they 
know enough English grammar and vocabulary to make correct 
Sentences. 

\~1. Vocabulary. — This is not the thing of prime importance 
at first ; grammar is necessary before you can use words correctly. 
But of course there must be some vocabulary to work upon from the 
first. In these books the aim has been to teach the most usefiil and 
■easy words that could be found, and as few as possible until enough 
grammar is mastered to make it possible to use words correctly. 
The long lesson in the second book which teaches words only, may 
be gone over very fast, but in all other parts of the books every word 
should be learned. The most important words to learn for their 
grammatical value are the verbs. If you wish to teach the names 
' ' defective, " " regular, " ' ' irregular, " " verbs of thinking, feeling, 
and being," etc., of course you may do so, but the most valuable 
thing is to group them for the student to see which ones they are 
and how they are used and changed in form. Frequently ask the 
students to write on the board lists of verbs of one kind ; for 
example, verbs that do not add "s" when the subject is "he." 
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One of the best ways to make students remember words is to write 
frequently on the blackboard lists of words that they have learned 
which have the same grammatical peculiarity . or the same changes 
in form, etc., as in lycsson XI/III. 

Do not let the students use the dictionary much. -And do not 
let them write the Chinese meaning in the English books. 

After the second book is finished they should learn their 
vocabulary from readers, or from text-books on other subjects. 

Students should always underscore a Jtew word, a new phrase or 
a word used in a new way. 

VII. SPEWviNG.^If the students write sentences frequently 
you will have no trouble with spelling, and no time needs to be 
given to it. Occasionally ask the spelling of a word to see if the 
class is learning. If they are not, then drill them a little. 

Manual of Instruction for Each Lesson 
I. to V. 

The purposes of these five lessons are to teach the words 
contained in them, to teach the use of "who" and "what" in the 
singular and plural in questions and the answers, to teach the 
pronouns "this," "that," "these," and "those," and the personal 
pronouns "he," etc., to teach the singular and plural of some nouns 
and the way to ptit plural pronouns and plural verbs and plural 
nouns together, to teach the use of " a " and ' ' the ' ' and neither of 
them (with materials and plural nouns), to teach the title "Mr.", 
to show that a proper noun is a name belonging to only one of that 
class of people or things and begins with a capital letter, to show 
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the use of "and" in one;, way,, and to show the use of the 
demonstrative pronouns "this," etc., as adjectives (because they 
belong to nouns.) 

In teaching these many things to the students do not spend 
much time explaining. Only be sure that they understand exactly 
the meaning of the sentences and can read and speak them easily. 
Tell one student to ask a question without the book and another 
student to answer it, and spend a good deal of time in this kind of 
practice. Do not go fast at first. Do not give them long rules to 
write down or remember, like "An adjective is a word, phrase, or 
clause which modifies a noun or pronoun." These rules must be 
understood but not learned as rules. Point out the words and their 
new uses as you find them each day, and tell the exact meaning if" 
you can and make the students use them again and again, even the 
simplest ones. For example, say to the student : 

Mr , Use "this " in a question. 

Mr , answer his question. 

Mr , use " a " in a sentence. 

Mr , give me another one. 

Mr , give me a sentence with no "a" or "the" before- 

the noun. 

Mr , use a plural noun in a . senteiice. 

Mr , another one. 

Mr , write on the blackboard ten words with " a. " 

Mr , ,, ,, ,, Fitli ''the." 

Mr , ,, ,, ,, without either. 

Mr , can you use "a" very well with these words? (the- 

ones which have " the "-^point to oiae at a time.) 
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The teacher must be careful., You usually say "a star" and 
"the suti," but you sometimes mean there is only one star about 
which you are talking^ and so you say "the star," etc. You 
■cannot make a fixed rule very easily ; it would be too hard to learn.; 
but you can explain in Chinese that "a" means "one of many," 
■"the" almost means "that," and when you cannot count things 
you do not use "a" of course. Sometimes a noun, like "hair," 
may be used with "a" or without it, biit the meaning is different. 

Do not teach long rules about forming plurals from 
:singulars. Only tell the student to write the singular on one side 
-and the plural on the other and look at them and remember them. 
It is easier to learn the words than to learn the rules. Nearly all 
the nouns in the first lessons add "s" for the plural. Which one 
does not? Is the plural of "sky" ("skies") common enough to 
teach to a beginning student? No, sky is practically always 
singular, so that you may tell the student there is no common 
j)lural. 

Do not take the time to teach the names of the different kinds 
•of pronouns, " definite demonstrative," etc.; it is a waste of valuable 
time. But ask the student to write on the board all the pronouns 
(or words) like "this," and all like "he, " " it, " etc., and put the ' 
singular ones on one side and the plural ones opposite them. You 
may say that the nouns in III. have no plurals because you cannot 
count them. 

If the stiidents ask many questions like these : 
Teacher, may I say, " It is some chalk ? ' ' 
Teacher, may I say, "These are the jnen? " 
you may answer them or you may say, "Those things are not in 
•these lessons ; you must wait till we come to them later ; it takes too 
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much time of the whole class to answer so many questions ; all these 
questions will be clear if you wait and learn all that you find in each: 
lesson." 

Examine the students at the end of the fifth lesson by asking 
many fast questions and pointing with your finger at the people or 
things, and do not let the student make any mistake about using, 
"a" and "the," singular and plural, etc. 

Make the class write five or ten sentences every day. Say :.- 
For to-morrow the class will please write on this kind of paper 
five sentences using "a, " etc. 

Notice the special use of ' ' what ' ' in the last sentence in V. 
This sentence is like many in this book ; it shows you a special use 
of a word or sentence, which you can see and understand, but it 
is very hard to explain it to you. Do not spend much time on such 
things, but come back later in reviewing and see that every student 
knows them. 

Notice the second line in I. The answer is more commonly 
" That\s. a desk." 

If there are some things in your class-room which are not 
in these lessons, biit you wish to use them to talk about in the class, 
of course give the class the names of them to add to their lessons. 
Be sure to write them in your book also and be sure you have the 
correct spelling and pronunciation. 

Mistakes : You will find a few things are wrong in these 
books, and at the end of each lesson or group of lessons, I shall 
warn you of them. Tell the students to correct these mistakes. 
Also make them learn the Roman figures, but such things do not 
need much time because they are on the pages before the student 
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all the time, so they only need you to ask them often what are the 
Arabic numbers for the Roman numbers or write them in English. 
For example, 

IV. means 4 or "four." 

The same thing is true of many things in these books to be 
learned. It is not necessary to spend much time teaching them;, 
but tell your students to be wide awake and watch for them, to be 
sure that they understand everything in each lesson. Perhaps they 
cannot give you a rule or definitioUj but they can see the meaning 
and use without the rules and definitions. For example, ask them 
to make sentences using correctly ' ' who ' ' and ' ' what ' ' in ques- 
tions, and if they can do it, you have succeeded without rules. 

Another example of such things to be learned incidentally or 
without formal rules, is the use of quotation marks ( " " ) . And 
all punctuations and the use of capitals are best learned this way. 
Do not stop to teach them, but point out the places where they are 
used, and tell the students that if they wish to be correct in their 
English they must use them in the same ways. 

It is a good plan now to read again carefully the paragraphs on 
"General Method." 

VI. 
Adjectives are the words which belong only to nouns in this 
lesson. Point that out. In the. first line "What" belongs to 
"sort," "a" belongs to ^' desk, "and "a".and "good" belong to 
"desk.'' In every lesson in these books make the students 
•underscore the words the class is studying. That is better than 
letting the printer do it for you. Underscore all, the adjectives in 
this lesson. I^ook at the books of the students, rapidly to see if they 
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have done it. Teach their meanings as fast as you can, using 
Chinese if necessary, but not if not necessary. 

Ask the students what the diiference between this lesson and 
the first five is. When you want to know a noun you ask " what?" 
-or "who?," but if you want to know an adjective about a noun you 
■ask "what sort of a thing?" 

Noticetheuseof "he," "that," "this," "that boy," etc., at 
the end of the sentence. How many more can you use ? Make ten 
-questions. 

The first question, for example, can read also 
What kind of a desk is this ? 
What sort of desk is this? 
What kind of desk is this? 
therefore, tell the students to write the word "kind" above the 
word " sort " and to put ( ) around the word "a." Explain what 
you mean by this. You often do the same thing in correcting their 
sentences, to show that another word is as good or that the word in 
parentheses may be omitted. 

Notice the use or omission of "a" in this lesson and call 
attention to it. The students must often be turned back to look 
again at lesson III., etc. 

Tell the stiidents to write sentences like these, but not exactly 
the same sentences. 

Do not let them use words outside of the book without your 
permission, for if you do, they will waste their time learning a great 
many words which will be useless because they have not paid 
attention carefully to the grammar, and will waste your time 
correcting them. Of course, there are thousands of other useful 
-adjectives, but we are not learning vocabulary much now ; we are 
learning grammar .or the uses of words. 
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VII. 



Here' is a new kind of question. Ask tlie students the difference 
between these and the last ones. Make the class do a great deal of 
comparing, and you will not need to do so much teaching and they 
will learn more by their own work. These questions only as.k for 
the answer "yes" or "no." They all begin with what words? 
Do you see any other verb than those two ? Are the answers only 
one word each? More than one word is more polite, but not 
necessary. Notice that you may answer several ways to mean the 
same: "Yes," or " It is," or " Yes,' it is," or " Yes, it is a desk." 

VIII. 

The students here learn what a command is. Now they 
know — 

A sentence, 
A question. 
An answer, 
A command. 

Of course, they may all be called sentences. But a question and an 
answer together sometimes make a real sentence. 

In this lesson, explain that the adverbs belong to the verbs. 
The bright student can see that easily. Make three students go to 
the board and write the verbs on one side and the adverbs on the 
other, so that the class may see them. Each student should do this 
himself before he comes to class. That is the first step in good 
studying. Tell the students to study with their pencils when they 
study -alone. The teacher must also teach with the chalk if he is a 
good teacher, so the class may see as well as hear. 
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Test the class's knowledge of these words by making one 
student obey when you tell him "Stand up," etc. 

Be careful that you know the exact meaning of these words and 
phrases. They seem very simple but their meanings are sometimes 
peculiar. Thsy are all useful words if you wish the students to 
speak English all the time. 

IX. 

Ask, "Which is the object, and which is the adverb?" "Which 
are the nouns and which, are the pronouns?" " Which comes in the 
first sentence every time ? " 

Make the class do the things that you say, "Open a book," 
etc. 

Get the meanings exactly. For example, ' ' put away ' ' means 
that you do not need it now and put it in its right place. Use 
Chinese to explain, because the students do not know enough 
English. The words must be learned fast, and the class must go 
on. Do not stop to discuss grammar that is not in the lesson. 

X. to XIII. 
These lessons are for the purpose of drilling the student in the 
use of the progressive form of the verb. The progressive form is 
the usual form ; only verbs of wishing, feeling, being, etc. , use the 
simple present. Never let the student say, "I sit here now." 
That is a very uncommon sentence and should not be used. Of 
course it is shorter than " I am sitting here," but only three 
letters shorter. You cannot say "I sit here" at all, because that 
means customarily, every day. If you mean "This is my seat," 
then you may say "I sit here." These progressive sentences all 
mean now, at this time exactly, right now. 
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Mistakes: Page 7, three lines from bottom, change "black- 
board " to "words." You cannot say "erasing the blackboard." 
P. 9. d, change " lettering " to "writing." " I^ettering " is 
uncommon. What is the mistake on page 10 inb? There is no 
jliistake in c. 

Be sure that your students never form the habit of using the 
simple present tense instead of the progressive. Do not teach any 
except the progressive and the words "is " and " are " at first. 

XIV. 

Underscore the pronoun adjectives. There are two kinds. 

Make some students put them on the board side by side. 
Some people call the second kind pronouns, not adjectives. 

Which sentence on page 11 has a pronoun but no pronoun 
adjective ? 

Teach here the parts of a sentence, but do not spend much time 
on them. Ask for the subject, predicate verb, object or predicate 
noun, or predicate adjective, or predicate pronoun of each sentence 
in this lesson and of some in back lessons. Ask also for adjectives 
and adverbs. If you are uncertain about some, you may look in a 
complete grammar to make sure, but do not take the time of your 
class discussing whether "yes" is an adverb or not, and such 
foolish questions. You will teach diagrams later. At this time only 
ask " What is the subject of this sentence,?" " What is the word 
* I ' ?" or "What are the parts of this sentence?' ' etc. Do not spend 
much time now ; you will teach it all again soon. 

" He is my good friend " seems to mean that you have only one 
^dod friend. ' ' He is a good friend of mine ' ' is better, and a very 
common kind of sentence. Make others. 
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The iemphasis you put on words makes tlie meaning of the 
sentence different. This is a good place to speak a little about this. 
•Come back here and study it more with the class at another time. 
Por example, 

Her father is not old. (Perhaps his father is). 

Her father is not old. (Perhaps her mother is). 

Her father is not old. (Perhaps he will be). 

Her father is not old. (But you say he is). 

Her father is not old. (But perhaps he is weak). 

XV. 

This lesson is to teach that some of the pronouns have a 
■different form for the object. Have some students write on, the 
board all of the pronouns in this lesson, subjects on one side and 
-objects on the other. 

Call attention carefully to the indirect object which means "to" 
Ihe object. "Give me a book" means "Give a book to me." 
Notice that the order of the two sentences is different. 

Have the class make many sentences, written and oral. 

Some of the sentences have objects which are not pronoulis. 
Have the students underscore all the objects. 

XVI. 
Pronouns used after prepositions are also objects of the 
prepositions, but the word "object " does not have exactly the same 
meaning as when you say "object of a verb." You can see this 
<;learly. A preposition is alwajs used between two words to show 
how they are used together. The object word is always a noun or 
j)ronouu, as you can easily see.

Are there any object pronoiins in tliis lesson not in the last ? 

Make a list of the prepositions on the board. 

Have the students use all the prepositions in other sentences; 
of their own. Never accept a sentence taken from another 
book or another student. Tell them to use some commands, 
questions, etc. When the object of the preposition is "whom,"' 
etc., where do you put the preposition? (Either at the beginning of 
the sentence or at the end). 

Teach the use of "don't. " 

XVII. 

This lesson is to teach the three most common conjunctions. 
"And" connects subjects, or predicates, or parts of predicates, or 
objects, or adjectives, or adverbs, or sentences, etc. Ask what it 
connects in each sentence. "But" usually connects whole 
sentences, or clauses. A clause is a part of a sentence but has its 
own subject and predicate. "Or" usually connects subjects^ 
predicates, etc., in questions. 

Have the students write the sentences on the board, showing 

which parts are c(mnected if you think they can do it. For* 

example,

and > are brothers. but Is that boy < or 

I ) that is better. ( studying? 

The last question on page 15 may read : 

1. Is that a large or a small book? 

2. Is that a large or small book ? 

3. Is that book large or small ? 

4. Is that book a large or small one? 
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111 1 and 2 "that " is a pronovm and the subject, "book, " is 
the predicate noun. In 3 and 4 "that " is an adjective belonging 
to "book." In 3 "large or small " is the predicate adjective. In 
4 " one " is the predicate pronoun. 

XVIII. 

It is always a good thing to make lists of what you are learning, 
putting the things of one kind together. Have the students learn 
the plurals from these lists. Add a few proper nouns if you need 
them, and omit any which you do not need. Martin Hall is the 
name of a school building at the Canton Christian College. What is 
the name of your main building? Teach the students to write 
correctly their own names by correcting them on their papers. 

This lesson also teaches the progressive forms of verbs. Notice 
that some verbs double the letter at the end of the word to add 
"ing; " for example, "put," "putting." If there is an "e " at 
the end of the verb, it is always omitted before "ing. " If the vowel 
is before only one consonant and is a long vowel, the consonant is 
not doubled. But there are exceptions. 

This lesson shows next how a word is sometimes a preposition 
and sometimes an adverb. As in "He is taking his hat ^" 
(adverb) and ' ' He is taking his hat off his head " (preposition with 
its object). Have the students make sentences with all these words 
for review, making them orally in class and rapidly. 

Have the students use the adjectives also, both as ordinary- 
adjectives and as predicate adjectives after "is " and "are." 

Study carefully the pronouns and pronoun adjectives to. see if 
you know them all perfectly, making sentences orally with them 
till they are all well learned and sentences can be made quickly. 
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XIX. 



Omit 14, 15, 16, and 17. If the students can do the others 
fairly well, it will not be necessary to have them write these 
sentences, but it will be well to make some of them orally. 

Add 28. Make ten sentences with the word "the " in them. 

XX. 

Adverbs and adverb phrases of place belong to verbs of motion. 
or position ; 1 and 3 have motion verbs and 2 and 4 have position, 
verbs. The adverbs and adverb phrases are a little different. Find 
the differences. Make many such sentences in class, and in the 
written work of the students. 

Notice the use of the word "take" with a person as objects 
The word " bring" is also used this way. 

Notice the adjective "Mr. Wong's," etc. 

Have the students make other sentences like these.

To teach numbers and the use of the phraises "there is" and 
"there are." The Chinese say "has," and if you are not careful 
the students will say it in English and you will not notice it. The 
word "there" has really no meaning. Study the sentences 
carefully and you will have no trouble. : ! 

Notice that "one" is often used as a pronoun or noun. 
Notice the uses of adverbs "about," "over," " not, ^' and 
"nearly " with numbers. 

Some numbers are really nouns and take "-a " before them : all' 
nunibers seem really to be nouns, but we call them adjectives 
except when they are used without a noun following. 

Many of the , questions may be answered with one word ; for 
the example next to the last on page 24, answer " Six." 

The words ' ' here ' ' and ' ' there " are also used to begin a 
sentence when they have their right meanings. These sentences 
are common. 

Where is your book? Here iL is. 
Here is some fruit for you. O thank you. 
Have you any chalk? Yes, here are two pieces. 
Where is my hat? There it is. 
There is a man, call him. 
You cannot say, "There is no." You must say, "There is 
none," or " There is not any," or "There is nobody," etc. You 
will study these later in the first book. 
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Instead of "a great many" use also "a good many," "not 
many," " not very many," and "too many." 

XXII. 

See III. for nouns of materials, etc. 

Underscore the words meaning quantities. Some use also 
" of. " Students must learn these words and their uses thoroughly. 
Make them make a list of them and practice making sentences with 
them. 

Notice that some words like "grammar" belong among 
the quantity nouns and not among the number nouns. 

These nouns have no plural of course. 

There are some new verbs in this lesson, but you will teach 
them in the next lesson. Keep the minds of the class upon, one 
thing at a time, and be sure they all know it before you go on. 

What is the difference between "how much?" and "how 
many? " 

XXIII. 

These five verbs are the most common ones which are used, 
usually not in the progressive. 

Notice how the questions are asked. Notice the questions with 
"you,',' "he," "she," "I," "you" (plural), "they," and 
"who?" 

Notice the forms of the verbs with these pronouns also. Put 
them on the board, or make the students do it. Thus, 

I am a visitor I have several friends 

you are a visitor you have ,, ,, 

he is a visitor 

we are visitors etc. 

you are visitors 

they are visitors 
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It is better to make each studeut write them all out carefully for 
himself. Also inclrd; " she " and " it " and "a man " and "some 
men," and then have the class make a great many sentences with 
pronouns and nouns in the singular and plural with each verb, 
questions and answers and sentences. Commands are not common. 

Notice the new words and phrases, and teach them carefully. 

Notice that "belong" always uses "to " after it, except when 
it has an adverb of place after it. It never uses an adjective after 
it; that is "pidgin English." 

XXIV. & XXV. 

The Chinese student will have more trouble with the past time 
than with anything else at first. Therefore, he must practice it a 
great deal. Begin with this lesson to make the class put every verb 
they learn into past time sentences. 

Notice that these paragraphs in XXIV. always begin with a 
sentence wliich has an adverb of time in it. Present time sentences 
do not need a time adverb and usually cannot have one, but past and 
future sentences must have time expressions to make them clear. 
After yoii use one adverb of time, the next sentence may depend 
upon that sentence for its time. 

Get the students to make a list of the time expressions in these 
paragraphs, and learn them carefully. (See page 31). They use 
"at," or "in," or neither for past time. They use "for" to mean 
how long a time, but this kind of adverb is not enough in a 
sentence; it must have a definite time. "I talked with them for an 
hour " is not a good sentence usually, unless the first sentence says 
"day before yesterday, " or some other past time. 
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" Have the class underscore all the new time phrases, such as 
"very soon," "early," "yet," etc., and learn their exact mean- 
ings. The purpose of this book is chiefly to keep thC; teacher 
from forgetting these small but very important words. [^^. 

Ask many questions with "Did," "Were," "When did," 
"When were," "Was," "When was," "Where did," etc. And 
have the students write and make orally such questions and answers. 
Ask questions with " How long did," " How long were," etc. Also 
with "How many," "Who," "What," etc. 

Teach here the days of the week if you wish, also the dates, 
month and day, as they come after this. 

Teach here, after the word "last," these words : 
night semester 

evening hour (or class hour) 

week class 

year month 

Page 30, in i, second sentence, read "in the summer." 
After "sit" and "sat," teach also "set" and "set" which 
is transitive. Transitive means that it can have an object. 

"I/ie" and "lay" (intransitive — no object) and "lay" and 
"laid" (transitive) give the student some trouble. Study these 
sentences and put them on the board for the students : • 
I am sitting here. 

I sat down and ate my dinner. (Past) . 
I am setting this box here. 
I set that box there yesterday. 
I am lying down. 

I lay down and went to sleep. (Past). 
I am laying down my pencil. 
I laid down my pencil. (Past). 
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XXVI. to XXIX. 

These lessons are a review with some new words to learn. The 
students must practice these tenses over and over. Read them to 
the class. Then make each student read them to you. Then 
make each student read them in his room aloud many times. It 
must become easy for a student to speak the proper tense quickly. 
If a student speaks the wrong tense, people will say he speaks bad 
English, no matter how large a vocabulary he knows. 

Present completed tense. Notice that the time is present and 
not past. Do not use a past tense adverb. 

Present customary tense. Do not use an adverb of time with 
the present customary, except "always," "every day," "often, " 
"sometimes," " every week," etc. Remember that this is the same 
tense form as those in XXIII. but not the same tense meaning. 
Those in XXIII. are really exceptions to the usual rule. You can 
see that the verbs are of two different kinds in meaning. The verbs 
in XXIX. mean some sort of action. The student will put nearly 
all his verbs in this tense if you do not correct him. There are 
other tenses which we have not yet studied ; you miist be careful 
about them in the students' sentences. 

In the diagrams in XXVII. the modifiers can be indicated by 
drawing a line from under the modifier in a curve down and up 
under the word it modifies, putting an arrow head on the end under 
the word modified. These simple diagrams are useful to teach 
the parts of a sentence and to examine the student with. 

XXX. 

1. You say "shall" after "I" and "we," and you say 
"will" after "he," "you," "she," "it," "they," and after nouns.. 
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Remember that future tense sentences usually have adverbs of future 
time in them, or in the first sentence of the paragraph. 

2. "May," "can," "ought to," and "must" mean either 
future or present. 

3. " Going" and " coming" are either present progressive or 
future. Other verbs are sometimes used in this way to mean future 
time, but not often. These two only are common. 

4. " Going to " is equal to "will " and " shall." 

5. After the conjunctions "if," "when," "after" and "be- 
fore," the simple form (as in XXIII. and XXIX.) means future if 
the other verb in the sentence is future. These conjunctions are 
new and a little hard. Do not spend much time on them. But it 
is impossible for a man to talk without these simple subordinate 
conjunctions. Teach their uses with these tenses, but the student 
must not try to use them with other tenses. He will learn that 
later. Do not teach the names of these words, "subordinate 
adverbial conjunctions," etc. It is a waste of time. 

6. In questions use "shall" before "you" and "I," and 
" will " before " he." But remember that you can say the opposite 
if you do mean only future. Besides the future meaning, these 
words have other meanings if you use "shall" instead of "will " 
and " will " instead of "shall. " But do not try to teach the student 
any more than the future uses now. You may say " will you? " if 
you mean " are you willing?" and this sentence is not uncommon. 

Notice that the words " can," etc., in 2 use the infinitive after 
them. This will be studied a great deal at the end of the first book. 
At this place only tell the student to remember that it is the simple 
form of the verb and never changes in any form. The student must 
make sentences just like these, using other words besides "go " and 
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The infinitive is the form used also after "shall," 
"will," "going to" and "ought to." Do not teach the class 
about the infinitive if they see clearly how to use it and do not make 
mistakes. The one important thing is to make them speak and 
write correctly ; the names of the forms are not important for them 
yet. 

Do not let the student use the present instead of the future 
except with those verbs mentioned in 2, 3, and 5. 

XXXI. 

The verb " be " is the most useful one in the English language, 
and must be learned by itself, because it is different from other 
verbs. 

These sentences are common, useful ones. Make many more 
like them, and learn to use these easily. 

A mistake at the top of page 42 is the parentheses around 
"becoming" and "getting." They are used commonly in the 
progressive present, but the other verbs are used like those in 
XXIII. when they are used like the verb "be," as at the bottom of 
page 41. If they are used with a person as the subject and a thing 
as the object, as in "I am tasting this apple," the progressive is 
used. See the next lesson. 

XXXII. 

See the last sentence above, and compare with the last part of 
this lesson. 

Notice that the present tense of these verbs has two uses, as 
in 1 and 3. Make the student learn all the new words and learn to 
use the sentences, as they are all common. 
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XXXIII. 

This lesson is only to teach the use of those adjectives which 
are very common in every-day use. They are easy to understand 
•and must only be practised on. Notice that" first," "second," 
etc., are also used as predicate adjectives and as adverbs. Then 
they do not use the word "the," but at other times they do. 
Notice also that they are used sometimes alone, with no noun 
following. Then they are really nouns, and they use the word 
"the." 

XXXIV. 

This lesson has sentences to imitate. 

The word " so " is usually used in negative sentences or in the 
time phrase "so long as," which is not so common as the others. 

The student ought to know by this time that an adjective 
always modifies a noun or pronoun, and an adverb modifies an 
adjective or verb or another adverb. 

In 3, the words " much," "little," etc., are commonly called 
pronouns, but it would be all right to call them adjectives used as 
nouns. They are very important for the student to learn to usfe 
readily. 

In 4, clauses are used after the comparative words, but in the 
sentences before these, clauses are really understood, as you may 
-easily see in 3. The student must not spend much time talking 
about clauses, but it is not hard to learn to use these sentences if the 
student will follow closely the kind of sentence used here. 

In 5, there is only one comparative adverb, "than," but eacli 
adjective or adverb used -before it changes its form, usually adding 
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■*' — er." See bottom of page 47 and top of page 48; these 
examples show how to change different kinds of adjectives and 
adverbs. It is not necessary to learn many rules in using the 
comparative words taught in this lesson, if the student will follow 
closely the model sentences given here. 

Notice that },ou may compare any kind of word, phrase, or 
clause. For example : 

These desks are as high as those iadles (Nouns). 
These desks are as Az£-k as they are broad (Adjectives). 
These desks are as good as they were at first (Tenses). 
They are as useful in here as in tliere (Phrases). 
These desks are higher than those tables (Nouns). 
These desks are higher than they are broad (Adjectives). 
These desks are more useful in here than in there (Phrases/ 
These desks are better than they were at first (Tenses). 

XXXV. 

This long lesson needs careful thought by you and by the 
'students, and it needs lots of practice. The words are so simple and 
common that it is hard to explain them and their uses. But if you 
wish to use them correctly, you must imitate the uses as you find 
them here. Do not try to explain much of the grammar ; for 
example, about the use of the infinitive. But make the student 
imitate them and wait a little for full explanation later. Do not let 
the student make sentences which are not like these. For example, 
in the paragraphs about the words "anybody " and " anyone," you 
-will learn from the sentences several things : 
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"Anybody" meaias exactly the same as "anyone." 
They are used in questions. 

They are used in negative sentences, often with "at all." 
In a sentence not negative or a question, they mean " I do 

not care who " or "It makes no difference who." 
They are commonly used with a short clause following. 
They are commonly used with an infinitive following. 
They are commonly used with a phrase following. 
They are commonly used with the word ' ' without ' ' and 

something following. 
They are commonly used with a verbal .adjective. 
They are commonly used as the object of a verb and with 

an infinitive following: 

Notice that these uses are very common and useful. Study 
each group of sentences with the class in the same way. 

XXXVI. 

This lesson only practises the class on some words that they 
should know by this time, and practises more on tenses. 

Notice what the sentences teach you about the uses of these" 
words. 

XXXVII. 

Number the columns from left to right. 

The first, second, and fifth are used with nouns of materials or 
substances. The others are used with other nouns. 

The first and second tell how much. The fifth tells which. 
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The first is used with a substance in general, and the second 
with a particular lot of the substance and uses "of," except those in. 
parentheses. 

The third and fourth tell how many. The third tells how 
many in general, and the fourth tells how many "of" a particular 
lot. 

The sixth and seventh tell which. The sixth tells which one, 
and the seventh which ones. 

As you read them from left to right, they correspond in 
meaning, but in some cases a conjunction or an adverb must be 
used to carry the corresponding meaning. 

These words correspond closely to many of those in the previous- 
lesson. 

The sentences which follow will explain the meanings and uses 
of these words and also show some mistakes in the table. For 
example, in the first column read "a great deal of," "a gallon of," 
etc., and in the third column read "a great many," " (another) 
man," and " (neither) man." 

Have the student imitate these sentences until they use thenn 
just as the Englishman does. 

Some of these words are also used as adverbs; as in "some 
longer," "a little longer," "how much sooner?" "not much 
more," "a great deal faster," "no better," etc., chiefly witlv 
adjectives and adverbs ending in the comparative " — er." 

XXXVIII. 

The infinitive form of the verb is so important that this long 
lesson is devoted to it. The use of it is so common that it does not 
need much explanation. Study the explanations given in the- 
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lesson and study tlie sentences to see how common and useful they 
are. Most of the peculiar uses depend upon the verbs or other 
words which take the infinitive. 

Why does the language use the infinitive ? The reason is the 
same for every language, Chinese as well as English. Every word 
represents an idea in our minds. A verb represents an idea of 
action or state belonging to another idea of a thing or person. But 
sometimes we wish to use a verb idea in the same way we use a 
noun idea, or some other idea. This is easy with some verbs which 
are commonly used also as nouns, etc., but some verbs are not used 
as other parts of speech, and so we must have a way to iise them as 
such. This way is to use the form we call the infinitive. It may 
be used as a noun, or adjective, or adverb. Frequently it is used so 
often with other verbs as their objects or complements that we say 
the two verbs are one; as in "You may go now," we may say 
*'may go " is the predicate verb of the sentence, but "may" is 
really the predicate verb and " go " is the object or complement of 
" may." The first way is easier and more common. 

One of the best ways to study the paragraphs in this lesson is 
to write down one sentence or two from each, side by side, and 
compare them. Put also with each one a list of the verbs which are 
used in that way. 

The infinitive is a verb form with no tense, but j^ou- must 
remember that it is still a verb and may have a si:bject, object, and 
modifiers. Sometimes you may use a subject before it without 
changing the sentence, and sometimes you must put in the words 
"to have " before the subject of the infinitive,. as you will see in the 
first fe^ paragraphs. When do you use " to have" and when not? 
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You must study the verbs and remember which do and which do 
not. Notice that the verbs in 4 may use " to have." 

It is well to diagram these sentences, putting the. infinitive with 
its subject, object, and modifiers on the next line so that the several 
subjects, etc., will not become confused. Sometimes there are 
several infinitive clauses in one sentence. 

Notice that the subject of the infinitive after an adjective or 
anything which does not take an object, uses "for" before the 
subject instead of "to have." And notice the subject of any 
infinitive is always the object of something, a verb or a preposition. 

Mistakes to be corrected in the lesson : Page 66 line 4, put 
parentheses around " caring." And take them away from " learn- 
ing" "trying," "beginning," and " continuing" on page 67. In 
10 (a) the first three sentences belQug to 9.

Study carefully the introduction. Do not fail to make the 
students underscore the new words and uses of words as thev find, 
them.

Change the directions at the bottom of page 2 to read 
"Make sentences like the last two in B, using each of the follow- 
ing relative pronouns and adjectjives : who, whom (object), whose 
(adjective), which, that. In the last sentence in B the pronoun. 
" that ' ' or "which " is omitted because it is the object of the verb 
in the clause. You may omit the pronoun in such a case. To* 
understand the differences between these pronouns and adjectives, 
look at lesson XI,V. 6, a, page 21. 

Notice the uses of these words, some of which are in this- 
lesson :

Is B different from P? 
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XI.. 

This lesson only needs careful study by the student and 
explanation by the teacher. If you do not know the exact meaning 
•of every sentence, you must ask some foreigner or find the meanings 
from some good dictionary. The sentences are all useful- ones. 
You can often see the meaning if you think a little. 

Be sure to make the students learn all the new words in these 
iessons, and learn to use them. 

XLI. 

The word "impersonal" means that the word "it" has no 
■exact meaning. Sometimes it means the time, sometimes the 
weather, sometimes the infinitive which follows, sometimes an agent 
{that is, some one who is acting, doing something) , but it is iincertain 
who or what the agent is, sometimes the noun clause following 
which ought to be the subject of the sentence, as in the sentence 
above after "but." 

XLII. 

Some verbs take the infinitive as a verbal noun after them ; 
some verbs take the infinitive or the gerund (verbal noun in -ing> 
with the same meaning ; and some verbs take the gerund only as the 
■object, but the infinitive is a purpose infinitive (an adverb); and 
^ome verbs take both as objects with nearly the same meaning. 
The student must study the verbs one by one as they are used in 
sentences. This lesson gives the most common ones. If you study 
the explanations in parentheses in 1, you will see that the infinitive 
and gerund after "try" are both objects but with slightly different 
meanings. 
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13, 14, and 15 may be put in B, as they use prepositions after 
the verbs, but these prepositions are so close to the verbs in meaning 
that they may almost be called parts of the verbs. 

The following common verbs, like "forgave" (past tense of 
" forgive '') also take the preposition "for" and a verbal noun iu- 
-ing: praise, pay, be used, punish, scold, reprove, owe. 

Ask the students to make sentences in many tenses with every 
new verb. 

Notice that "one " and "your " (in C) mean " anybody."

Remember to study the meanings as well as the forms. Ask. 
the students to write out meanings for each form. Notice that 3 
and 4 have the same forms. What is the meaning when the form is' 
used in an object clause? See XL,V. in this Manual. " Go" and 
" come " are peculiar in the present tense. See XXX. 

The present simple tense is sometimes used when it is not 
necessary for the verb form to have any tense meaning, but a student 
had better not use it except with conjunctions as in XXX. 
Examples : See XXX. for iise with conjunctions. Others will 
appear in your reading, and are sometimes called "historic present," 
which is not a good name, because the meaning may be also future ; 
as in, "I leave here to-night and arrive in Shanghai to-morrov/ 
evening." 

Some of the unreal forms are also the same as these, but they 
will, be studied on page 45 of the second book. 
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The imperative (16) has already been studied somewhat. It is 
usually used in commands, but with "please" it may be a request, 
and with ' ' please " or "I beg you ' ' it may be an entreaty. 

Add also the progressive infinitive "to be standing," etc.; as 
in, " He seems to be standing still." 

Notice that when the form in -ing is used as an adjective we 
■call it "a participle ; " when it is used as a noun we call it "a 
gerund ; " and when it is in a progressive tense form we call it a part 
of the verb. 

Indirect discourse often gives students a great deal of trouble, 
but it is nothing but object clauses. This lesson is really not a new 
lesson, but a review of page 22. These examples show you more 
clearly the common uses. Notice that when the forms become too 
difficult the English uses one with a little different meaning, not 
exactly clear, but clear enough. 

LII. 

Directions are found at the beginning of the lesson. This 
is only a reading lesson to teach many common words which 
a student ought to know because they are so simple and common. 

Underscore the new words and get their exact meanings. 

IvIV. 

Study and teach this lesson very much as you did the last. 

This lesson is very important. Part of it is old ; see XXX. 
Remember that the doubtful condition is future and the unreal is 
present or past, and the forms are different from the ordinary 
condition. Study the rules carefully and obey them, and you will' 
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not have much trouble. Do not talk to the class about the 
"subjunctive" and " potential," because they are only hard names- 
which do not help him to speak English at all. Compare these tense 
forms and you will see that the unreal forms and doubtful forms are 
not hard. Remember that the unreal and doubtful main clauses 
always use "would" and "should," and for the past or present 
completed ' ' would have ' ' and ' ' should have. ' '

Be careful about every word in these rules, so that you will 
understand them perfectly.

This lesson teaches the different kinds of adjectives and shows 
how to use them. It is not necessary for the students to learn the 
names of all these adjectives. But he should know the adjectives 

themselves. Here are some of them : ■ 

Articles : A, an, the» 
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Definite demonstrative adjectives : this, that, these, those. 
Indefinite demonstrative adjectives : any, many, a, some, 

another, no, one, another, other, etc., as in columns fifth,

Distributive adjectives : each, every, either, neither. (Also in 

the same columns in XXXVII.) 
Possessive adjectives : my, your, his, her, our, etc. 
Definite numeral adjectives: one, two, three, foui:, etc., a 

(dozen, a hundred, etc., 1, 2, 3, 4, etc., 10, 11, 100, etc. 
Indefinite numeral adjectives (and quantative adjectives) : some, 

much, many, few, any, all, no, most, more, etc., as in the 

first four colums in XXXVII. 
Notice that titles always begin with a capital.
